Everybody know* it is unlucky to pa** 
a horseshoe on the road without pick­ 
ing it up, Again see ar** indebted for 
this statement to old tales, centuries in 
age, that have descended from father to 
atm, from mother to daughter, through 
the years. 
The old myths r**pay research. 
The 
lock of the horseshoe has a amal respect­ 
able beginning. 
It is traeed to the reli­ 
gion of the old Gr****ks and their sen god 
Poseidon, who 
uhs Identical with the 
Roman sea god Neptune, 
To Poseidon horse* were nacred, and 
to him they were 
aa enticed. 
Poseidon 
was believed to have created tin* hrs! 
horse when he struck the ground with 
his trident and a horse sprang from the 
hole, which afterward became a spring. 
The sea god was the torii of springs, I u 
him all springs were ascribed. In the 
shape of a horse he sometimes wandered 
by the shores of his ocean domain, aud 
where he struck his hoofs deeply there 
tin- waters gushed oui and permanent 
springs were found. 
This is the reason why horseshoes are 
reckoned lucky. Going to the root of 
the matter one see* a nature myth as the 
root principle. 
From tim sea all rain 
(tomes and to the sea ail 
springs 
owe 
primal origin, and to the ram urn! the 
fresh waters, sea derived, w«* owe all 
fertility on earth, 
The old Greeks therefore worshipped 
Poseidon as the fortune giver through Ins 
springs. Tiles gave ii tai hor-***-, hts pre­ 
cious beasts, and they adored the foot­ 
prints of horses when they f«>uud them, 
for they might be the very footprints of 
the god himself. 
When horses came to be shod the tran­ 
sition of the luck emblem from the foot­ 
print itself to the shoe mark—practical­ 
ly the same thing -was easy. 
Pegasus, the winged horse, from whose 
hoofs the water springs gushed copiously 
when he came to earth, has been cred­ 
ited with the origin of 
the 
horseshoe 
luck. 
The horseshoe was a specific against 
earthquakes. It would keep a house safe 
from harm Ivy earth shaking. Again one 
perceives the sea myth 
Poseidon was

with all its well known rheumatic, tu­

disease-breeding 
tendencies, of had smells from decaying 
vegetables, accumulation* of dirt in dark 
corners, leakage of sewer and 
other 
pipes, which aru now* iu plain Hight in­ 
stead of buried in tin* earl Ii, of cold 
floors and all the injurious effects which 
come from dampness aud moist decay all 
til rough tin* house. 
The complaint that henting the cellar 
him spoiled its us,* fest storage purposes 
is dimply a proof of 
its 
advantages. 
Nothing could he more utterly unsani­ 
tary in this Twentieth century than to 
permit 
vegetables, cheese, 
fruits,

milk to be piled together in dark bins 
aud ad jo in in g compartments, nibbled at 
aud raced over by mice, rats, a u d cock­ 
roaches, imparting the odors of decay 
from cabbages aud 
rotting apple* 
to 
milk, cream, aud cheese, and sending 
their combined a r o m a st re a m i n g c o n s t a n t ­ 
ly upward through the house ou the 
natural automatic ventilation current of

purchaser 
takes a 
soul near a window ami has before him 
a large copper plate. 
The sellers come 
t*> him one by one ami each empties upon 
this plat** a little bag of rubies. 
The 
purchaser arrange* th** gems all in sop 
| orate little heaps in order that he may 
i set a valuation upon them. 
He first div ides I kern int** thr**e grades, 
i according to size. 
Each of these groups 
I is again divided into three other piles, 
according to color, aaa each of these 
i piles in turn is once more divided into 
three group*, according to shape. 
Artificial light is never used in the ex­ 
amination of rubies, the merchants be­ 
lieving that full sunlight alone is capa­ 
ble of bringing out th** color ami bril­ 
liancy of the gem*. 
All sales must be

Sea Captain Made Masts of Derricks and 
Sails of Tarjaulins. 
Thousands of dollars in salvage money 
was saved to the owners of th** steamer 
Alleghany through 
the 
resourcefulness 
ami courage of ( ’apt. H am den, accord­ 
ing to the Boston Glob**. 
On the Inst 
outward trip from New York to ltiver 
Flat a ports the Alleghany had steamed 
as far as ( ’ape Hoque, off the Brazilian 
coast, when the propeller shaft broke 
during a 
heavy blow. 
She 
was 
1200 
miles from the port of Trinidad and ha*! 
on board $1,000,000 in American **urren- 
cy, besides a cargo that was valued at 
fully as much more, making her a rich 
prize for any vessel w hich could induce 
th** captain to take n towline. 
But ( ’apt. H am den had no intention of 
accepting assistance. 
He put Ins engi­ 
neers to work on the shaft, while the 
remainder of the crew set about rigging 
sails. 
There xx ere none on board, but 
tin* tarpaulins were used to fashion tti** 
sails, while the ship's derricks were set 
up for us** us masts. 
Th** improvise! 
sails had th** effect of steadying 
the 
steamer in the heavy seas besides gixing 
lier headway, und finally at the end of 
nine (lays the engineers succeeded 
in 
patching up the shaft so that th** engines 
could be used slightly und help the Aile 
ghuny toward jtort. 
it was a long ami tedious voyage to 
corer the 12<R> miles to TrinhtilTTmt at 
tIi** end of nine and one-half duys, <>r 
nearly three weeks from the time of th** 
accident, the Alleghany cast anchor in 
port. 
Throe times there were offers of 
a tow from captains of other steamers, 
but Copt. Ham den each time refused, 
for he w’as determined that, if seaman 
ship would do it, the Alleghany would 
make port through her own resources and 
save th** salvage money.

SOURCE OF FLAVORS. 


Im 
Extracts Are Not All That Names 
ply— Many Are Artificial. 


H ow flavoring extracts are made is de 
scribed in a bulletin issued by the de 
partmeut of agriculture. 
While there is 
no way iii which the information con 
tamed in the paper eau Im* made use of 
by th** housekeeper, it is regarded as in­ 
teresting for her to know how the ex­ 
tracts she handles daily ar** made and 
whence they come. 
It is a remarkable fact that the ex­ 
tract* of lemon and 
vanilla ar** most 
widely used, constituting more than Po 
;w*r cent, of the whole. They are among 
tile comparatively few, 
t**o. that 
are 
made, as their nam*** imply, from the 
fruits themselves. 
The tither flavors ar** 
nearly 
alw*ays 
artificial 
and 
some 
of 
them cannot lie made at all from the 
fruits whose names they bear. Orange, 
wintergreen und peppermint are among 
the few* exceptions to this rule, but when 
the vast number of other extracts is tuk 
en into consideration aud it is remem­ 
bered that lemon aud vanilla constitute 
95 p**r cent. of th** output, it will lie 
seen that there is a comparatively small 
bulk of the other. 
Vanilla comprises three times os much 
of the world's consumption of flavoring 
extracts as do all the rest of th** flavors 
put together. 
It is a rather curious fact 
that the flavoring is purely an American 
institution, though owing to its con von 
lent form the use of th** extract, real 
ami artificial, 
is 
extending 
over 
the 
civilized 
world, 
It muy 
be taken for 
grunted, however, that all <>f the pine­ 
apple, peach, strawberry, and many oth 
er flavors used are artificial, us an ac­ 
ceptable 
flavoring 
extract 
cannot 
be 
made 
from 
these 
fruits.

Aw tin* voice cannot be varied at will 
in quality, pitch and intensity, Dr. Mar- 
age. th** French specialist, has developed 
a more accurate acoumeter, or measure 
of audition. 
Five sirens coupled togeth­ 
er give the fundamental vibrations of the 
five vowels, and 
this apparatus gives 
Hounds of < on-un ut quality that have a 
known pitch varying with the speed of 
th*- motor and a known intensity chang­ 
ing xx ith the pressure of the air travers­ 
ing the machine. 
With th** ear at a distance of twenty 
Inches, the intensity of sound is raised 
bv increasing til** air pressure until tho 
vibrations are perceived. 
The normal 
•-ar hears sound produced under a press­ 
ure of t*ii** millimeter, and if th** pressure 
must be raised to sixty millimeters to 
make th** sound heard, tin* sharpness of 
hearing is put down at 1-tit) and so on. 
lf there is un roaring at 260 mlllitne- 
tels TtT*" Test i* co n ti tiffed" with a tube 
from the siren to the ear. 
The percep­ 
tion varies for the different sounds, and 
a reeord is made in five divisions, show­ 
ing the sensitiveness of tile hearing for 
eaeh o f til** Vowels. 
The ear's capacity being known, it is 
trained by the simple aiel exact, vibra­ 
tions of the vowel siren.

The government lias perfected

new wolf poisoning system 
that is 
said to work very effectively. And tho 
old strychnine carcass wdll be worked 
to the limit to deplete the 
bands 
o f 
killers which rang** all over the moun­ 
tains and plains of Colorado. 
In th** early days, according to Com­ 
missioner Holland, coyotes 
rarely 
fre­ 
quented the mountains. 
Hardly an old 
trapper or pioneer remembers ever hav­ 
ing seen coyotes in the mountains. Sus­ 
tenance xvas far easier on the pluins for 
two reasons, the game was more easily 
caught and the coyotes did 
not 
have 
man to depemi upon. When men went 
into the mountains th** refuse they threw 
away from their living would keep a 
coyote alive for a long time.

The aged m inister’s body 
was found in the milkhouse a few 
yards away. 
Nothing was taken from 
the house or disturbed iii any way 
other than what the aged woman had 
dose in the way of tearing up the 
household furniture as she often had 
done before while under a “spell** 
caused by failing mind. 
Snow 
fell 
Friday afternoon 
and 
night ami Saturday morning. 
Not a 
track of any kind was found about 
the place. 
It is generally thought Mr. 
Ritter suffered a paralytic stroke, that 
thiH gave his wife a chance to work 
her will during a “spell,” and that she 
fell dead of exhaustion after upsetting 
everything In her room. 
The report that robber* had rifled 
drawers and ransacked the house is 
untrue. 
Nothing 
is 
missing. 
The 
statem ent that marks on the necks of 
both the dead indicated they had been 
strangled is also without foundation. 
in fact. there is nothing to show that 
a crime was committed, and had it not 
been for the coincidence in the deaths 
and the fact 
that 
the couple died 
while alone, the case would not have 
attracted attention or caused excite­ 
ment.

It H as Been Decided to Conduct the 


Pending inquiry Under a Joint R e s­ 


olution of Congress, a Process H a v ­ 


ing All the Force and Effect of a 


Regular Statute Law — T h is Literally 


Resolves the Case Into One of “The 


Federal Government vs. Secretary of 


the Interior Ballinger." 


Washington, December 29.— In con­ 
nection with the impending congres­ 
sional Inquiry into the conduct of the 
land office under Secretary of the In­ 
terior Ballinger, for which Mr. Ballin- 
ger asked, there have been important 
developments. It has become certain as 
a result of the acute stage reached In 
the Ballinger Plnchot controversy that 
the Inquiry will be much more sweep­ 
ing than heretofore has been under­ 
stood. 
At a long conference between 
President 
Taft 
and 
Representative 
ohn Dalzell of Pennsylvania, a member 
of tho committee on rules, it was de­ 
cided that the joint committee of tho 
senate and the house, to consist of six 
members of each body, which will in­ 
quire into the impropriety of Secretary 
Ballinger’s conduct while a member of 
the general land office, as well aH the 
interior departm ent will Ii** created un­ 
der a joint resolution. 
The committee 
will take cognizance also of the con­ 
duct of other branches of the govern­ 
ment. 
While under a simple resolution of 
the senate or house the investigation 
of Mr. Ballinger would be conducted 
only by the body in which such a res­ 
olution originated, and while under a 
concurrent 
resolution 
the 
inquiry 
would be broadened to cover both 
branches of the national legislature, 
thus making the inquiry purely con­ 
gressional, under a joint resolution the 
case resolves Itself into one of “ the 
federal government vs. Secretary of 
the Interior Ballinger.” 
It was President Taft who not long 
ago came out with a sweeping endorse­ 
m ent of Secretary Ballinger, who In­ 
sists that he be permitted to have a 
share of the responsibility of passing 
on Mr. Ballinger’s conduct. 
A joint 
resolution will accomplish this, as it 
must be signed by the president to 
become effective, and when so signed 
has all the force and effect of regular 
statute law. 
This is just what is de­ 
sired by tile administration and the 
congressional leaders. 
It is pointed 
out that lf a witness called before a 
committee of one or both houses of 
congress, under a simple or concurrent 
resolution of inquiry refused to testify, 
the process of forcing him to tell what 
he knew would be tedious and cumber­ 
some in the extreme. 
But a join con­ 
gressional committee, operating under 
a joint 
resolution 
passed 
by both 
houses and signed by the president, 
would have back of it all the weight 
and power of the legal machinery of 
tho United States to aid it in accom­ 
plishing its purpose. 
Mr. Taft, according to all accounts, 
has been extremely irritated as a re 
suit of criticism of his course in “ put­ 
ting the Ballinger Pinehot controversy 
up to congress" after his published 
statem ent giving his secretary of the 
interior a clean bill of health. 
So now 
i*i order that no on** may say that he 
shoved off on congress the duty of 
whitewashing Mr. Ballinger by reason 
of inadequate machinery for inquiry 
in that body, making possible a Scotch 
verdict of ‘ guilty but not proven,” he 
wants 
the 
congressional 
committee 
created in such a way that it will have 
every facility in the world for arriving 
at the truth and be aided in every pos­ 
sible way by the legal machinery of 
the government. 
All this was gone over very thor­ 
oughly by the president nod Mr Dal­ 
zell, who spoke not only for himself, 
but for Speaker Cannon and the Re­ 
publican majority of the committee on 
rule*

Not legislation, but a moral a w a k en ­ 
ing is needed to cure th** divorce evil in 
this country, according to R ev.

vorce,” w'bich has evoked much com m en­ 
dation for som e of its clear-cut sta te ­ 
m ents, w a s preached in the crypt of the 
C athedral of St. John th** D ivine. 
T h e drift o f his argum ent w as us fol­ 
lows; 
A divorcee is not under th** sam e stig ­ 
ma here as in C ontinental Europe, or 
even in E ngland. 
It is to** Often the case 
that 
a 
w om an s«*«*ks release from her 
husband in order to mnt** with another 
man. 
Iii dem anding purity of the man, 
w e should not in any w ay slacken our 
em phasis on the absolute obligation of 
purity in tin* wom an, and of the fu n d a­ 
m ental character of thut purity to the 
m aintenance of fam ily I if**. 
A gain, w e have tend tai to em phasize 
unduly the individual 
relation as over 
against tin* fam ily aud social relation. 
So you w ill often hear ii plea 
mad**, 
som etim es by very respectable and re­ 
ligious people, that it is better that a 
man and w om an who have hist their love 
for one another should separate ami 
Im * 
united w ith those whom they really love, 
than to continue to live in unhappiness 
together 
lh** affinity doctrine 
som etim es 
in a gross und offensive, som etim es in a 
persuasive and attractive form. 
All such 
pleading recognizes th** 
men 
ami the 
wom en only as individuals. 
It 
forgets 
th** fam ily which exists, or should exist, 
aud to w hich they have an obligation. 
A 
m ediaeval Jew ish rabbi lots said; 
“.Man should first secure u living, then 
prepare a residence, ami after that seek 
a wife. 
B ut fools act otherw ise; they 
marry first, then look <»ut for a house, 
and at last think **f th** means of ob­ 
taining a livelihood.” 
T his is true; hut 
it ib*es not billow from this that a m ar­ 
riage of convenience is morally any bet­ 
ter or practically any 
w iser than 
the 
marriage o f anim al passion, 
A w om an 
w’ho sells herself to a uiun because of 
the moiler he can give her or the position 
he can giv e her is no better than a paid 
mistress. 
Now 
the 
object of 
legislation, 
ec ­ 
clesiastical or religious, w ith regard to 
m arriage is first to protect the fam ily 
an*i only secondly, if at all, to secure 
purity in the relations of men and wom- 
en. 
It is not alw a ys desirable to a t­ 
tem pt to apply tim final theory in the 
practice of legislation. 
Legislation must 
linger beyond practice. 
Iii view of the present attitude with 
regard to the marriage relation, I doubt 
very m uch 
whether 
the 
church 
has 
reached a point in w hich it is w ise to 
proceed 
beyond

cally expressed in St. M atthew s. B ut it

Hitchcock has conn* across an old mauu' 
script signed l»^ Gen, Robert T. H ay n e 
of South faro!in n , the senator w ho w as 
linked to fam e through his debate with 
D aniel Wabater, in which the Carolinian 
refused to Mgn up a mail contract w hich 
would keep his trains out after clark. T he 
letter w as w ritten by Gen. 
H ayn e at 
Charleston D ecem ber 26, 1838. 
Gen. H ayne s letter cam e as a reply 
to on** from the departm ent, asking him 
to Mgn up a contract for th e carrying of 
mail from C harleston to H am burg 
T h e 
departm ent w anted the railroad to make 
th** run betw een the hours of 8 ami 4, 
but lien . Hay ut* declined. 
"It was stated to you frankly in th** 
beginning, and has been repeated in ail 
our com m unications, that from the char 
aet cr ami condition of our m ad and th** 
nature of the country it w a s not deemed 
sari* to undertake to convey passengers 
upon it iii the night," he wrote, under 
scoring th** words "in lh** night," to cull 
it to the attention of the departm ent. 
“ lu the present state of th** road it 
would be im possible to make the 
run 
w ith certainty so as lo meet th** hours 
of 8 and 4 as proposed by yon. 
in par 
t ic alar seasons or limier favorable cir­ 
cum stances it 
might 
he done, but 
we 
know that w e would frequently fail, and 
w e could ii**! contract to do that which 
w e know beforehand could mu be per 
formed, and, h avin g determined that the 
safety o f the passengers forbids our run 
mug in the dark, we have uo alternative 
but to adhere to the hours stated.”

New York, Dec. 29.—Some progress 
has been made by the cornmTfTee which 
the stock exchange appointed to look 
Into the trading in Hock Island. It was 
progress along the lines of eliminating 
various of the theories propounded 
to account for the motive and the 
sources of the strange turn in the 
market. 
With these out of the way 
the committee got down to the real 
mystery and there rested for the time. 
In the first place the committee as­ 
certained 
that 
the transactions of 
brokers among themselves were regu­ 
lar. All the sheets were d ear and no 
broker lodged a complaint against an­ 
other on account of any disagreement 
resulting from the confusion surround­ 
ing the execution of orders in the early 
trading in Hock Island Monday morn­ 
ing. 
There arose a point, however, 
I which required deliberation and coun­ 
sel. 
This related to the claim of cus- 
j turners that their orders had not been 
properly executed either for the pur­ 
chase or sale of Hock Island Monday 
morning. 
Some customers who had 
put In selling orders thought their 
stock was sold too cheap. Others who 
put in buying orders thought the stock 
was purchased too dear, and one or 
two of them had threatened to take 
the case to the courts. 
Decisions in 
this respect are conflicting. The courts 
ordinarily have taken the quotations 
as proved from the stock exchange 
tickers. 
But they have never been 
called upon to pass upon cases of dis­ 
puted transactions made in an excited 
crowd where simultaneously a stock 
sold at widely different prices on <*p 
posite sides of the crowd. The gover­ 
nors have decided that a test case la1 
made in the event that one of the 
th reatened suits is brought. 
On ad 
vice of counsel they held that only r»*a 
sonahle diligence 
is required of a 
broker, iliat it devolves upon a cus­ 
tomer to show that the broker was lax 
or a- l.grni ami that the figures, as ! 
they come out on the tape, do not tell 
the whole story. 
The committee considered and took 
some testimony in regard to tin* claim 
tliat agents of foreign option dealers I 
had bid up Hock Island as a protection 
against calls sold on the stock. 
They 
found little to substantiate the claim 
and are disposed to dismiss it. 
That 
there was some buying by option deal 
ers Is taken for granted, but there Is 
practically no proof that the buying 
was of sufficient consequence to bear 
any material influence on prices. 
As a matter of fact none of the stock j 
exchange authorities has taken seri- I 
ously tin* excuse that the matter was 
upset by agents for the London seller 
of privileges.
